NASA -asked- Congress-for- 
than 102,000,000, but the House 
reducéd the -muihorization to -92, 
696,000. Traditionally the senate 
is more liberal than the House 
when it comes to spending money. 

Therefore, qualified congressio- 
nal sources privately predict 

approval of the 100 million fi- 
gure for the Mississippi opera- 
tion, about an hour's drive from 
ihe government-owned,  contrac- 
tor-operated Michoud plant at 
New Orleans. : 

From all indications the Miss. 
issippi Test Facility in the vicini- 
ty of the Pearl River, which is 
the dividing line between Miss- 
issippi and Louisiana will be the 
scene of a great amount of acti- 
vity within the next couple of 
years. 

The advanced Saturn, the most 
powerful launch vehicle now un- 
der development will be fabri- 
cated and assembled in part of 
the Michoud plant and barged 
to the Mississippi dperations for 
static testing before sending it to 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. for the 
ultimate blast-off. 

AIM FOR MOON 

It was brought out in hearings

I enjoy a splendid reputation with my business 
associates and in defense of same, I have been 
forced to answer these False Statemgnts of Mr. 
Hubbard. I served from 1940 to 1952, for 12 years, 
as Supervisor of Beat 5. During all my years in 
office and through all election campaigns I have 
never been accused of taking graft, cutbacks 
.or any irregularities, But Now 11% years Later,

In the last edition of the Sea Coast Echo before 
the Ist Primary knowing it would be too late for ` 
contradiction, he stated “This is the first time in .

surfaced by a County Supervisor". This also was 
a false statement because during my administra- 
tion, the Lakeshore Road was hard-surfaced, 
most of the streets of Clermont Harbor were 
hard-surfaced and the Beach Road from St. Char- 
les Street to the Yacht Club was filled, raised 
and hard-surfaced after the destruction of the 
1947 Hurricane by THE BOARD OF SUPER- 
VISORS. All this without extra Taxes and with- 
out a Bond Issue.
